The Earl having had a Conference 
withthe Gteat Penſionary, the Preſident of the 
Week, and the States Deputies, propos d again the 
Ceſſation, and the entring on the Negociations for 
2 Peace on the Offers of France, which the States- 
Mliniſters took into Conſideration, and the Biſho 
of Briftol coming to the Hague, he and his Cob 
legue had a Conference with their High Mighti- 
neſſes for three Hours in the Chamber of Triers, 
where-the Ceſſation and Negotiation were deba- 
ted. It is ſaid the Friends to the Peace infinuate 
that Dunkirk and other Places would be deliver 
to the Engliſh, to ſecure the Performance of what 
the French had promis d. To which it was an- 
ſwer'd, That the States and the other Allies ought 
to have Security as.well as the Engliſh. Reply 
was made, that 3 and Conde ſhou'd be 
deliver d to the States. But this was rejected, it 
having been inſiſted on in the Debate, that the 
States ſhould farrender to the French, Doway, Liſie 
and Tournay, and that upon that Condition they 
ſhould have the Barrier they demanded in 120%.
